Clothing.

The Opinion of a Mississippl Physician
on the Subject Regarding the Prob-
ability of a Pestileace In St.

The recent report of the surgeon general of
the Upited States n vy with reference to the
outbreak of yellow-fuover on board the United
States steamer Plyowouth, coptains a lesson
worthy of study and rnflaetion. *“‘The DPly-
mouth,” says the editor of the Sanilarian,
the leading samiary magszine in the
Unated States, “adds another to
the list of examples illostrating
the enduring qualitics of yellow=
